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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Erdeiyi 
(US 6,631 .522 B1). 

Regarding claim 1 Erdeiyi anticipates an automatic image retrieval system (fig. 
16) comprising 

a plurality of picture information (videos and photos) such as a zoom picture and 
an overhead picture such as of a player in a sport game (col. 4, lines 34-38 & 50-60; 
col. 9, lines 23-24; col. 10, lines 65-67; col. 71, lines 50-53; col. 12, lines 34-36; col. 20, 
lines 42-46; col. 25, lines 20-25 & 37-40), a step of encoding them for transfer (fig. 6; 
col. 5, lines 20-49; col. 9, lines 36-39; col. 12. lines 26-36; col. 15, lines 23-30; col. 16. 
lines 21-51), and a picture server for storing the digitized picture data by using a net line 
(col. 4, tines 51-60; col. 5, lines 1-19; col. 11, lines 57-59; col. 13, lines 40-47; col. 24. 
lines 15-18), and 
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a step of performing time-dependent inputs such as of the player's behavior and 
other information (col. 5, lines 37-39; col. 8, lines 36-38 & 53-65; col. 9, lines 19-20; col. 
10, lines 25-36 & 45-48; col. 13. lines 52-54; col. 14, lines 4-30; col. 15, lines 22-30; col. 
1 6, lines 45-51 ; col. 20, lines 4-46; col. 21 , line 42- col. 22, line 1 1 ;col. 24, lines 6-8; in 
which time dependent information is input into the system such as player's action, e.g., 
catching, running, throwing, etc., and other time dependent info, e.g., current remaining 
time, quarter, score, etc., inter alia) and transferring data thereof, and a data server for 
storing real-time data to be transferred by using the net line (col. 23, lines 17-21; col. 5, 
lines 8-15; col. 6, lines 57-55; col. 9, lines 23-24; col. 11, lines 56-58; col.22, lines 19- 
57; In which a database/server stores encoded clips with the real-time data (time 
dependent info) input), wherein 

a user (viewer) makes an access to either or both of the picture server and the • 
data server on the net (1085, 1060, 1070, 1075 - fig. 3; fig. 4A; 252, 254, 256, 258, 260, 
270, 336, 334 - fig. 4F; 385, 387 - fig. 7; col. 22, lines 54-57; col. 23, lines 17-21; col. 2, 
lines 63-65; col. 5, lines 17-19, lines 45-46; col. 6, lines 39-col. 7, lines 6; col. 9, lines 
18-20), and has a predetermined picture linked with a data to be output on an identical 
frame (col. 2, line 66-col. 3, line 42; col. 16, lines 49-51; col. 20, lines 42-46; in which 
the user accesses the databases with the encoded clips and views the user selected 
time-dependent clip statistics with corresponding images, in wide or zoom angle camera 
shots, of sports players).
